The Memorial of Jane L. Mitchell, 
Administratrix, &c. 


Said memorial, addressed “To the Gener- 
al Assembly of the State of Georgia,” asks 
the General Assembly to retrocede “to the 
heirsof Mr. Mitchell“ property worth not 
less than $250,000. Let us look into the 
merits of this memorial. What right has 
the Mitchell estate to the Railroad Park? 
The “five acres of land” of which said 
Park is part, was deeded, by Mr. Mitchell. 
after having been selected by Wilson 
Lumpkin and F. M. Garnett, to the State 
of Georgia, “as the most suitable place for 
the Eastern terminus of said Western and 
Atlantic Railroad.” Said “five acres of 
land” was to be taken “from any part of his 
said tract of land.” Mr. Mitchell gave the 

right of way through land lot seventy- 
seven “for the use and purposes of said 
road, and five acres for the Eastern termi- 
nus. Is not the Eastern terminus on said 
five acres? The cityfof Atlanta has sim- 
ply been permitted to fence in part of the 
said five acres and spend several thousand 
dollars in beautifying and ornamenting 
the same. Must the State of Georgia cover 
said five acres all over with houses and ab- 
solutely prevent its being “a sporting 
ground for dogs” to preserve its title? 
Said memorial declares this deed, so far as 
the five acres were concerned, a deed on 
condition.” The condition still remains 
complied with. It isthe “Eastern termi- 
nus.“ Who knows but that “the necessa~ 
ry buildings which may hereafter be re- 
qulired for public purposes, at the terminus 
of said road” may cover seid ground all 
over? Soon. very soon, Atlanta, will have 
a 100,000 people. Ten years will accom- 
pl'sh it. What. then, may be the wants of 
the Western and Atlantic Railroad no 
legislator can now divine—ten years and 
said five acres will be worth a million.— 
Will the Legislature surrender it? The 
Legislature is just as much bound to give 
it to us as to the Mitchells. Suppose the 
road had terminated at Decatur, as sonie 
wanted, what would the Mitchell lands 
have been worth? A trifle, merely. Has 
not the State done more forthe Mitchell 
estate, much more, than the Mitchells did 
for the State? Who made lot (77) seventy- 
seven worth thousands to Mitchell in in- 
creasing its value? Who enabled said lot 
to be cut up into small city lots, when one- 
fourth of an acre was made worth more 
than the whole lot would a few mor ths be- 
fore have brought? Have not the Mitch- 
ells already reaped their share off the 
growth of Atlanta? What if all has been 
lost! The “adverse fortune” of a few years 
past has made many as worthy a family 
as poor as they. Whereis your “natural 
justice and equity?“ 

When donated, the property named was 
probably not worth 500 dollars. Who has 
made it worth a quarter of a million or 
more? The terminus could just as well 
have been on the adjoining lot, and the 
Mitchell lot would not have brought the
